The Bar Mills Fire Department has answered 34 
alarms in the past year, there being 11 box alarms, 
24 still alarms and 2 false alarms. 


It is hoped by the Fire Department that the vot- 
ers will see fit to purchase a Hose and Chemical com- 
bination at some future date. Reasons for this are 
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that we need about 700 feet of Hose to add to our 
present amount of 1,300 feet. Also that our pumper 
is overloader as it stands in the station without a man 
on it and only 1,000 feet of hose. 


The reservoir built at Groveville is a great pro- 
tection there as there is water enough to pump 300 
gallons a minute:for 2 hours. This being supply 
enough for a very large fire. There remains one to 
be built at Buxton Center and the hydrant to be in- 
stalled at Bar Mills.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Buxton, the annual report is here- 
with submitted :— 


We have been occupied to a large extent dur- 


ing the past five years, with finishing the standard- 


ization and re-construction of our school buildings 
according to State requirements and modern stand- 
ards. We have been under the necessity of securing 
increased appropriations for completing this re-con- 
struction. The work has been done in a very Sat- 
isfactory manner, and we are now able to devote 
more time and effort to the other worthwhile objec- 
tives in education. ; 


ixpenditures in education are justified on the 
bases of the usefulness of our schools to society and 
to the individual. The real efficiency of our educa- 
tional system depends upon practical and useful sub- 
ject matter in the course of study; selection of com- 
petent teachers; and supplying all schools with 
workable and up-to-date material and equipment to 
fit the individual abilities of each grade. The ad- 
vantages of taking a certain subject should be care- 
fully considered before placing this subject in the 
curriculum. 


Within recent years we have had a rapid in- 
crease, in the number of those who have been taking 
the teacher training courses in Summer Schools. and 
in the number of Normal School graduates available. 
This training furnishes an educational background 
that is a prerequisite for successful teaching. 
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REPAIRS 


Bar Mills School Building 


For a number of years the heating system in the 
Bar Mills School Building has been very unsatisfac- 
tory. It has been impossible to heat all the rooms 
on cold days. This condition was due to the fact 
that the boiler was not of sufficient size to heat the 
building in an efficient manner; and the way in 
which the system was installed has resulted in a 
waste of fuel. And this year if was found that one 
of the section of the boiler was leaking. For these 
reasons if seemed necessary to purchase a new boil- 
er. A United States “Capitol” boiler was purchased 
of The Fels Go. This sectional boiler was of larger 
heating capacity than the old boiler, and has given 
excellent.satisfaction, 


Owing to the construction of the building some 
changes seemed necessary to help in heating the 
building. Wall board was put up behind the black- 
boards in the Intermediate room. The windows in 
this room have been weather stripped with the Mo- 
hawk weather stripping by the Vicerson Co. The 
Assembly room in the High School building was 
weather stripped at the same time. These changes 
will help much in conserving the heat in this room. 
As the result of making these changes and the new 
heating system the building is now easily kept at the 
proper temperature even in the coldest weather. 
Proper heating of buildings is of the utmost import- 
ance in safeguarding the health of the children. 


The value of the efficient fire department and 
the new pumper were clearly demonstrated in the 
instanee of the fire in the Bar Mills building. The

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fine work of the fire department undoubtably saved 
this large building. The burning of this building 
would have resulted in large financial loss for the 


Town. 


It seemed wise to cover the roof with asphalt 
shingles for protection against sparks from the chim- 
ney. The contract for this work was given the Hulse 
Roofing Co., of Portland. The height of the chimney 
was increased to avoid any hazard from this source 
and to help with the heating by securing a better 
draft from the chimney. 


It was impossible to heat the Wm. C. Webster 
Sehool building at Groveville in cold weather, with a 
small box stove, owing to the size of the building and 
the high ceiling. With an unjacketed stove it is dif- 
ficult to keep a school room ai an even temperature. 
A large jacketed heater was purchased which distri- 
butes the heat more uniformly. The new heater is 
avery satisfactory improvement in securing a prop- 
erly heated and comfortable school room. 


STANDARDIZATION 
er OL 
Duck Pond School Building 


We had not been required to standardize the 
Duck Pond School building while the attendance was 
small, and a consolidation with this school and Bar 
Mills was considered. So this building had been left 
in a poor condition of repair for a number of years; 
and was the last building to be standardized. How- 
ever in view of the increased enrollment the re-con- 
struction of the old building seemed desirable to all 


® 
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a 


coneerned. Additional land was purchased for the 
purpose of securing a site which would provide 
greater safety for the children from automobiles on 
the State Road; and provide a playground of suit- 
able size—a necessity for each school. The build- 
ing was removed back on the lot away from the State 
Road to a more attractive location. The view of the 
school yard to approaching automobiles is no long- 
er obstructed. 


The building was found to be in such a delapid- 
ated condition that complete re-modeling was nec- 
essary. It was necessary to put new sills under the 
building and change the roof over. The old style 
roof was unsightly and out of proportion with the 
rest of the building, and new rafters was needed. A 
substantial conerete foundation was built under the 
building. Large new windows were put in_ the 
school room with light coming from one side and 
from the left of the pupils. Cloak-rooms were se- 
cured by extending a partition lengthwise through 
the building. The school room obtained in this way 
was not of the same width as the standard room, and 
for this reason it was not necessary to raise the ceil- 
ing in order to secure correct lighting conditions. 
Ample space is available however for a class room 
and this room with a low ceiling is easily heated. 
Two excellent cloak rooms have been secured by this 
plan. The large double chimney was built with a 
conduit which serves as a means of ventilating the 
building. 

We have found from experience that plastered 
surfaces have not proved durable in school rooms. 
The new steel walls and ceilings make an improve- 
ment in durability and present a much more satis- 
factory appearance. The work done in painting the 
walls and ceiling and varnishing the woodwork was 
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very satisfactory in the way of securing a correct 
light and avoiding a glaring light. 


Steel ceilings have proved so satisfactory. that. it 
would seem desirable another year, to complete the 
work of putting steel walls and ceilings in the class 
rooms and hall-ways of the Bar Mills building for a 
more permanent repair than could be made by plast- 
ering. The Primary room already has been made 
much more attractive in appearance by putting up 
steel walls and ceilings. 


We appreciate the fact that our teachers are giv- 
ing their best endeavors to the work, and fully un- 
derstand the responsibilities of their profession. And 
we appreciate the support of our schools by the citi- 
zens Which has maintained our schools at their pres- 
ent standard and enable us to secure more effective 
results.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF SAMUEL D. 
HANSON HIGH SCHOOL | 


To the Superintendent of Schools, School Committee, 
and Citizens of Buxton, I herewith submit my 
first report:— 


School opened September 40th, with a new 
Principal and the same assistants. Sixty, students, 
thirty boys and thirty girls, were registered for the 
Fall Term and the average attendance was fifty-four. 
In looking over the records of the School, I find it 
has been a number of years since registration or 
average aitendance has been as large. Attendance 
for the Winter Term, is now badly broken up by 
colds and measles. J trust the peak of absence is 
passing and that we shall soon have all students with 
us again. Nineteen students were not absent for 
the year until sickness began. 


The courses taught this year are much the same 
as those.of last year. I hope we may make some 
changes for another year that will be more help- 
ful to the boys and girls not attending school after 
they leave us. We have put most of our strength in- 
to school work proper for the first half year but 
shall hope to do more durinig the second half year 
with school paper, play, speaking contest, and other 
activities worth while. The boys have played twelve 
games of basketball thus far this year with schools 
for the most part larger than our own and have won 
eight of them. The girls have not done as well. I 
deeply appreciate the use of the Town Hall for the 
basketball and the exceedingly co-operative spirit 
of the Selectmen. Jam sorry we are without a base- 
ball field at present and consider it the most impera- 


n> ated 
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tive physical need of the High School. I[ trust we 
shall be able in the near future to work out a satis- 
factory solution of the problem since I am assured 
both the Town and Alumni have our need in mind 
and are anxious to do all that is possible. 


The electric lights placed in the High School by 
the Alumni are much appreciated by teachers and 
students. I do not know how we could get on with- 
out them, both from the stand point of convenience 
and safety. 


In closing, I sincerely wish to thank Mr. Jack for 
his helpful suggestions, the School Board, Teachers, 
and Students for their co-operation; and the good 
people of Buxton for their very many kindnesses to 
Mrs. Verrill and the children.
